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Guiding the Football Stingers 


SKIP ROCHETTE 


Head Coach 


It may very well be the oldest cliche in the book but for Concordia Stingers 
head coach Skip Rochette the game of football is indeed his life. Enter- 
ing his ninth year as skipper of the gridiron vessel, he is coming off his 
usual busy off-season which began and concluded with some extensive 
recruiting. No sooner had the club ended its 1985 campaign November 
9, losing to Carleton in the Ontario-Quebec Intercollegiate Football Con- 
ference semi-final, Skip was already laying the groundwork for special 
winter training programs for returning players and hopefuls to follow. 


Rochette, 39, organized the much acclaimed Montreal High School Foot- 
ball Awards Banquet last January, an event he plans to stage once again 
this winter. A past president of the Canadian University Football Coaches 
Association, he is currently on the board of directors of Football Que- 
bec and vice-president of the Quebec Football Coaches Association. More 
than 100 coaches from across Eastern Canada attended his annual Que- 
bec Football Coaches Clinic last March. Skip split his summer months 
as a guest coach at the Canadian Football League Hamilton Tiger-Cats 
training camp, a role he has filled for the past four years now, running 
the Stingers’ football camp for youngsters, working with his coaching 
staff to complete the 1986 roster and occupying two additional and time 
consuming functions for the department of fitness, recreation and ath- 
letics: supervisor of facilities and chairman of the department safety com- 
mittee. = 


A native Montrealer, from the Pointe St. Charles district, Skip is a former 
quarterback who enjoyed a four year stint at the University of Bridgeport 
in Connecticut, where he earned a Bachelor of Science degree. An All- 
Eastern Honorable Mention and a member of the All-New England Team 
he guided his squad to the coveted Knute Rochne Bowl (Division II cham- 
pionship) in his senior year. With one more season of eligibility remain- 
ing he headed off to Queen's University in Kingston, obtaining a second 
Bachelor degree in Education and leading the varsity Golden Gaels to 
the Western Bowl. He was drafted twice by CFL teams: the Montreal 
Alouettes in 1970 and the Winnipeg Blue Bombers a year later. Coach- 
ing entered the picture at the University of New Brunswick, where Skip 
completed his Master degree in Physical Education and served as offen- 
sive coordinator for the grid squad. 


Prior to taking over the Stingers in 1978, Rochette had head coaching 
positions at Center Hastings Secondary School in Maidoc, Ontario and 
Pierrefonds Comprehensive High School, where in five years his teams 
compiled a 38-12 record and chalked up consecutive provincial crowns 
in 1975 and 1976. During his final season with Pierrefonds, Skip was also 
the quarterback coach for the now defunct Verdun Junior Maple Leafs. 
Skip has three children: son Michael, and daughters Denise, and Heather. 
He and his wife Susan reside in Baie d’Urfé.

Football Credited 


At the 1986 Concordia University Arts and Science 
Convocation Dr. Ed Enos, Director of Fitness, Recre- 
ation and Athletics, was presented with the prestigious 
Distinguished Service Award by the United States 
Sports Academy for his innovative endeavors in de- 
veloping courses, training programs and exchanges 
which have fostered the development of sports inter- 
nationally. 


As a Distinguished Service Award recipient Dr. Enos 
joins an illustrious list of world-renown authorities 
who have been presented with the award including: 
Lord Michael Killanin, Past President of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee; Sir Roger Banister, the 
first man to run the mile in under four minutes and 
currently, President of the International Council for 
Sport and Physical Education; Los Angeles 1984 
Olympic Committee organizer and Major League 
Baseball Commissioner Peter Ueberroth; Dr. Per-Olof 
Astrand, Chairman of Physiology, Karolinska Institute 
(Stockholm), leading researcher in human biology 
relating to sport; and Nobel Prize Winner, Lord Philip 
Noel-Baker. 


There was an overwhelming response to the news that 
Dr. Enos was a recipient of a Distinguished Service 
Award. Canadians and Americans from all walks of 
life led by Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 
and United States President Ronald Reagan, along 
with a host of international dignitaries, sent words 
of congratulations and commendation to him.

Dr. Enos, in a self-effacing manner, termed the award 
not a tribute to one man’s work but recognition of 
the leadership role Concordia has and is playing in 
the advancement of exercise science and the promo- 
tion of international brotherhood through sports. Fur- 
ther, Dr. Enos cited his staff for their invaluable 
assistance, the Quebec Community for its active sup- 
port of his work and the game of football. “Football 
provided me with a rich learning environment. Above 
all else, it taught me discipline; how to work as a 
member of the team and how to harness my aggres- 
siveness. | owe a great debt to the game of football”. 


Dr. Enos’ auspicious career as a football player and 
coach at the high school, university and profession- 
al levels extended over a 17-year period. It was high- 
lighted by his outstanding play as a defensive 
end/tackle with the B.C. Lions and a successful term 
as a defensive coach with the Montreal Alouettes. 


Although his contributions internationally are 
noteworthy, nowhere is his record as-a-doer greater 
than on the Loyola Campus. Dr. Enos is credited with 
the initiation of a comprehensive intramural and in- 
teruniversity fitness, recreation and athletic program. 
He is regarded as the father and founder of the 
Department of Exercise Science and responsible for 
the implementation of five undergraduate programs, 
a graduate program in Sports Administration and 42 
courses. He has designed advanced training systems 
and exercise programs for a wide range of members 
of the Concordia and Montreal community from han- 
dicapped youngsters to Concordia athletes as well 
as Montreal Expos’ players, through to senior citizens.

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1985 Year In Review 


Head Coach Skip Rochette’s Stingers had an up and down 1985 Ontario-Quebec Intercollegiate Football Conference (O-QIFC) regular season, 
finishing in fourth place with a 2-4-1 record. However, as the old adage goes, playoff time marks the start of a new season and Concordia’s 
boys of the grid headed out into the world of post-season play with exactly such an attitude, knocking off the powerhouse Queen's Golden 
Gaels 15-14 in overtime at Kingston. It was Daniel Malats’ 80 yard single which sealed the victory. Standout running back Albert Calaguiro 
scampered for 194 yards on the ground. 

The Stingers were not as lucky in the conference final in Ottawa, as they were beaten 46-21 by the Carleton Ravens. A big factor in the Concordia 
loss was the absence of Calaguiro, who had to be scratched from the lineup two hours prior to game time because of a virus. 

After splitting a pair of pre-season encounters, losing 27-1 to Wilfrid Laurier and edging Ottawa Gee-Gees 17-9, the Stingers had a tough start 
to the O-QIFC schedule. The first two contests of the campaign resulted in defeats of 26-23 and 22-18 to Queen's and McGill respectively. 
Concordia was able to pick up its first point of the season in game number three, battling Ottawa to a 77 tie in mud and rain at the Loyola 
campus. A week later, though, they hammered McGill 41-1 and then dumped Bishop's 25-11. However, the regular season ended with losses 
at Carleton (31-20) and Bishop's (27-24). 

The season was highlighted by a number of individual honors. Linebacker Greg Miller completed his fifth and final year in a Stinger uniform 
by gaining Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union (CIAU) and O-QIFC all-star status. Offensive guard Gino Carlacci, defensive linebacker 
Joe Fortune and defensive back Jean Frangois Godin were also given all-star recognition by the O-QIFC.
